My dear Sir: 
I have your favor of yesterday. 


Accept my thanks for your promptness in approving our bill as well as forwarding same 
to Washington for final attestation. 


Our contract with the Treasury Department provides for the payment of service at 
Washington but, until the recent contract was made, the business to and from your Mint was the 
subject of a separate arrangement and the charges for transporting such business were liquidated 
by your institution in this city — this method we understand is to be continued, although this latter 
service is embraced in our general contract with the Treasury Department: if I am right in this 
respect the later department will undoubtedly return our bill to you approved or corrected when I 
shall be glad to be advised and will call on you with the view of settlement. 


Regarding the unsettled account: that matter has been referred to our General 
Superintendent who already has been in conference with the Washington officials in relation 
thereto, and I believe it is now in process of settlement, therefore we need not interest ourselves 
in that affair; but, from February Ist ulto., when the new contract took effect, I shall hope that 
our bills, through your kind offices, will be promptly adjusted.
